Back in the good old days in the years 
before 1932 A.D. (Anno Depressionis) life in 
Andover was just one party after another 
and news in Andover was also one party 
after another. In 1932, however, the wolf at 
the door cut down the number of social 
aflairs and also made people stay at home 
more than they used to, so that the news- 
papers no longer overflowed with entertain 
ments, comings and goings, etc. But as long 


agrees with someone else, there will be news, 
and so 1932 did have its stories of interest to 
Andover. | 
he police and the fire stations had the 
usual gala array of news, although there w 
no fire approaching the severity the Lowell 
Junction fire of 1931. The Shapleigh house | 
prove d to furnish the best story as the series 
of fires there indicated beyond a doubt that 
an incendiary was at work. The fire in the 
barn of Sidney White was a fairly serious one, 
with firemen having to remain on the scene | 
for hours to keep the hay from blazing up | 
again. A chicken coop fire at Foster's otf 
Central street was spectacular mostly in that 
it served as an opportunity for the academy 
boys to throw snowballs at the firemen. 
Apologies were forthcoming as a result. 

The police record book is interesting even 
in its dullest moments. Suicides appeared in | 
the book in the local police station at fre- | 
quent intervals and circumstances around 
several of them gave the usual impetus to 
gossip of all kinds, most of which of course 
was untrue. One Boston gangster was found 
murdered in the woods of Andover, while 
some others are awaiting trial as a result of a 
break into a camp at Haggett’s pond. Two 
jewelry salesmen from New York were} 
robbed, so they said, in broad daylight on the | 
by-pass and their claim to the insurance 
company amounted to about $15,000, One 
dope case was unearthed at the local post 
office. Murders, suicides, robberies, dope 
traffic—who could ask for more in the line 
of news? Then there were several severe acci- 


dents, involving the loss of life in a few cases. | 


Prominent People Die 


Death took an unusually large toll of 
Andover’s best-known figures during the 
year. Outstanding among the deceased were 
John C. Angus, postmaster; Patrick J. 
Scott, old Ballardvale resident and a member 
of the board of registrars; John H. Campion, 
well-known merchant; Cecil K. Bancroft, 
registrar of Phillips academy; Henry L. 
Clukey, last Andover survivor of the Civil 
War; and Emma J. Lincoln, long prominent 
in Andover life. There were many others in 
Andover’s necrology for 1932—many whose 
places it will be hard to fill. 

There was very little new construction in 
town in 1932. One new road, a new post 
office and a chapel were completed during the 
year. The stretch of road from the by-pass to 
Phillips academy was ready for use late in 
the spring, although the contract was not 
awarded until early in the year. The post 
office was dedicated in October, with Con- 
gresswoman Edith Nourse Rogers and Acting 
Postmaster Fred E. Cheever serving in the 
principal roles. On May 8 the new chapel at 
Phillips academy was thrown open to the 
public, adding the finishing touch to the 
mammoth ten year building plan at the 
school, 

The big stories of the year a

Richard Healy Waives Examination on Nine Charges 
—Bail Set at $2700—Four Others Awaiting 
Sentence in Suffolk Court 


One of the five men alleged to have par- 
ticipated in the holdup of a party at a West 
Andover camp in West Andover last month 
is being held in bonds of $2700 for the grand 
jury as the result of a hearing in Lawrence 
District Court last Saturday morning, and 
the four others are now awaiting sentences In 
Boston after having been convicted of 
larceny and possession of fire arms. 

Richard Healy, 32, of 31 Orvis road, 
Arlington was brought to Andover Friday 
night by Officer William Shaw and two state 
officers. Earlier in the day he had been 
acquitted in Suffolk Superior Court of the 
same charges the other four were convicted 
of. He was immediately taken into custody 


counts of armed robbery, two counts of 
assault and battery, and one count of break- 
ing and entering, Healy waived the reading 
of the charges and the examination, and he 
was held in $300 bail on each of the nine 
charges.

According to the report of the Andover 
Emergency Committee, just submitted to 
the Selectmen, a vast amount of Town work 
has been done by the Andover employed, 
working under the Board of Public Works, 
Spring Grove Cemetery and the Tree and 
Moth Department. Over $8000 remains in 
the treasury. 

The workers have completed approxi- 
mately $8000 worth of construction, mostly 
of a permanent nature. Commenting upon 
the report John F. O'Connell, Chairman of 
the Committee said: 

“These workers, apparently have been 
determined to show the Community their 
appreciation for contributions received and 
our Committee feels that Andover has bene 
fited far more than most communities. 
“There has been expended $8,000 and an 
equal amount remains in our treasury. It will 
probably carry us through the worst of the 
winter. 

“This work has been done in a large 
measure by men unused to heavy work and 
those of us who have been in close contact 
with them have had reason to admire their 
pluck. An outstanding accomplishment was 
the construction by men from this Committee 
and the Welfare Dept. of 3000 feet of water 
extension in the Beacon Street section, which, 
under ordinary circumstances, would have 
been done by the Board of Public Works ata 
greater expense due to their higher wage rate. 
It will be remembered that at a special Town 
Meeting that an expendiutre of $2,000 for 
pipe and fittings was voted, as it was realized 
that the cost of this material was exceedingly 
low. All other expense for excavating and 
filling was from funds of the Andover 
Emergency Committee and the Welfare 
Dept., under the supervision of the Board of 
Public Works. The ‘Town, therefore, has a 
much needed permanent piece of construc- 
tion, most of it from our funds. This work 
was expedited by the use of a gasoline shovel 
provided without cost by Louis A. Cyr. 

“Up to now $3698 has been paid our 
workers under supervision of the Board of 
Public Works; $2083, under direction of the 
Spring Grove Cemetery Trustees; $1590, by 
the Tree and Moth Department and $12 by 
the School Department. :

No action was taken on town salaries last 
night when the Board of Selectmen met to 
present their annual budget to the finance 
committee. The Selectmen, however, pre- 
sented a tentative budget based on the 1932 
salaries and asked for the advice and counsel 
of the finance committee as to what their 
attitude was as to a decrease in salaries. No 
definite action was taken, the two boards 
using most of their time to talk over the 
other budget items. 

The budget as presented last night is an 
increase of $1351.77 over that of last year. 
The increase is wholly attributable to the 
expected rise in public welfare and Old Age 
stance needs. Several items have de-

The suggested appropriation for public 
welfare amounted to $16,700, as compared 
with $10,500 appropriated last March, How- | 
ever, $5000 was transferred from the reserve 
fund in August, so that the actual increase is 
only $1200, Last night the finance committee 
was asked for another transfer of $1200 but | 
no immediate action was taken. The request 
for Old Age Assistance mounts to $17,000 as 
compared with $10,000 last year. However, 
over one-third of this fund is returned to the 
town. The Mothers’ Aid budget figure 
showed a slight increase.

Mr. Curtis’ Report 
Dear Mr, O'Connell 

I beg to submit to you report on activities 
of Unemployment Bureau, up to and in- 
cluding December 3, 1932. 

Our first payroll was week ending June 
25th, and we have issued cards for 26 weeks 
up to December 17th, but this report covers 
all work done and money expended up to 
December 3rd. All men have been workink 
under the direct supervision of the three 
town departments, namely, Board of Public 
Works, Spring Grove Cemetery and Moth 
& Tree Departments, with the exception of a 
small break down job for the School Depart- | 
ment. We have expended a total of $7,983.50 
as follows: 


Board of Public Works $3,698.10 


Spring Grove Cemetery 2,683.00 
Tree & Moth Dept. 1,590.40 
School Dept. 12.00 


$7,983.50 

The amount above that we have expended 
has been town work only, and has cost the 
town nothing. Complete information as to 
the work done with this money is on separate 
sheets appending. 

I can speak only in the highest terms of the 
co-operation of all town departments namely: 
the Selectmen, Board of Public Works, 
Spring Grove Cemetery, Moth & Tree De- 
partment, Police and Welfare Departments, 
who have given us every assistance to help 
us out in out several problems. 

The Tree & Moth Department has had our 
men the last two weeks and this coming week, 
a total of three weeks, clearing brush and 
burning same on town highways. The week | 
of December 19th, these men will all be 
turned over for the winter months to the 
Board of Public Works on the following 
projects, under the direct supervision of this 
department. 

Carmel Woods 

Trimming brush and cutting and thinning 

trees to give the young pine a chance to 

grow. This covers approximately 45 acres 
wood to be given to the Welfare Board for 
distribution to the needy. 

Snow Removal 

Men will be interchanged from Carmel 

Wood project to snow removal as the oc- 

casion requires. 
Gravel Roads 

Roads will be gravelled in the different 

parts of the town with men from this de- 

partment, 

[ also wish to state that through the Select- 
men and other members of this committee, 
steady positions have been secured for over 
seventy-five men and twenty-five women. 

[ think after looking over this report you 
can state that the unemployment and welfare 
in the Town of Andover is exceptionally well 
taken care of and no effort is being spared to 
place people in permanent positions. Com 
mencing the week of December 19th, on 
account of winter, we have fuel problems to 
look after, and shall increase our workers one 
day or more each week to take care of this 
item. 

In connection with the above I also submit 
a report of what the Welfare Department has 
expended to the several town departments. 

If you have any suggestions or constructive 
criticism to offer that will increase the effi- 
ciency of this Bureau, the same will be very 
much appreciated.

Frank Caron of Methuen spoke in behalf 
of the dairymen, enumerating the points 
learned in his classes which make him now 
feel efficient as a dealer in dairy products. 
Outstanding among these factors were: the 
Babcock test for milk and cream, the Meth- 
ylene blue test, the methods of making fresh, 
cultured buttermilk, of testing skimmed 
milk for butter fat and of standardizing milk 
for total solids content, all of which are 
thoroughly taught in the unit courses. 

Mrs, Charles E, Randall of Wakefield, 
chosen to talk in behalf of the home grounds 
improvement students, briefly outlined the 
course of study which has extended through 
the past year, Starting with such funda 
mentals as soil preparation, fertilization, the 
care of the lawn, foundation plantings, and 
insect control, the class members developed 
improvements on their own grounds until in 
some cases shrubs and evergreens were 
propogated, border plantings were estab- 
lished against evergreen backgrounds, and 
flowers were planted with their habits of 
growth, colors, and seasons for blooming well 
in mind. The Wakefield group presented their

State School Question 


Andover lay dormant for a year on the 
state school question, little realizing the 
magnitude or the character of the school that 
the state proposed to erect here. In May, 
1931, the Commonwealth took up options on | 
some land in West Andover, but it was not 
until early March that the town bec ame | 
aroused in its campaign to prevent the state | 
fromcarrying through its plans. In the Towns- | 
man of February 26 it was announced that 
the State planned to take more options in 
West Andover. A few weeks later the Towns- 
man carried a piece urging the townspeople | 
to voice their objections immediately before | 
it became too late. Correspondence between | 
Alfred L. Ripley and Frank H. Hardy was | 
also printed. In this Mr. Ripley asked that | 
the town take some action on the matter and 
Mr. Hardy stated that while he was in favor 
of having the school here, he would do what 
the town wanted 


At the annual town meeting an overwhelm- 
ing vote showed that the town was emphat- 
ically against the state school. This resolve | 
and petitions signed by hundreds of citizens 
were taken down to the state house by a 
group representing the town. Phillips acad-} 
emy also became active in the matter and the | 
Taxpayers’ association, the Lions club and 
other organizations came out against the 
school. A letter from a trustee of one of these 
colonies advising Andover to do everything 
possible to prevent the erection of the sc hool 
was printed in the Townsman 


Finally on April 28 the Townsman received | 
a note from the State house saying that the | 
state had given up its plans to locate the 
school here because of the protests of An- 
dover citizens. The options due May 1 were 
not renewed, and the Andover state school 


became something that might have been. 
‘Townsman editorials played a big part in the 
defeat of the proposal. 


Unemployment Situation 


Andover was not at all badly hit by unem- 
ployment as compared with other towns, and 
because of the fine work of some of the towns- 
people and the generous contributions of the 
town employees the situation was kept well 
in hand the entire year. Early in the year 
William A. G. Kidd sponsored a special 
town meeting in which he and his fellow- 
petitioners asked for $15,000 to be used for 
work for the unemployed, The taxpayers rose 
in arms over this proposition and as a result 
of the meeting the Andover Taxpayers’ 
association was formed. The Townsman was 
editorially against the appropriation. Meet- 
ing night came and the most worshipped form 


of government proved a ridiculous farce. The 
appropriation was voted down, with parlia- 
mentary procedure being conspicuous by its 
absence. After the meeting, the taxpayers’ 
association was formed, and immediately 
started on a campaign to keep the taxes 
down. The Townsman co-operated in this 
move, and as a result appropriations at the 
annual town meeting were pared to the bone 
so that at that time it was thought the tax 
rate would be about $21.50. However, larger 
payments to the state and decreased valua- 
tion brought the rate up to $24.00. 

During the spring the town adopted the 
plan of having voluntary contributions for 
the benefit of the unemployed. The “ orange 
barrel” plan proved a success with many 
people placing part of their purchases in the 
barrels. In late May a group of officials and 
others interested in the unemployment situa- 
tion met in the town hall and decided on the 
appointment of an Emergency Committee. 

In early June the committee started regis- 
tering the unemployed and the town em- 
ployees donated two weeks’ pay to help out. 
By June 24 the committee was able to an- 
nounce that it had funds enough to last 
until October 1. During the summer the 
town employees further aided the town 
treasury by giving up their vacations or by 
doubling up so that the town would not have 
to meet any further expense. 

By the middle of July, however, some of 
the unemployed became disgruntled and a 
mass meeting was called by Matthew Burns 
The meeting voted to petition for a special 
town meeting to provide funds of $50,000 to 
help the unemployed. On July 28 however, 
the town meeting was called off after the 
unemployed and the town officials decided 
to co-operate. 

However, Mr. Kidd returned to the battle- | 
ground in August and as a result a special 
town meeting was held on September 26 for 
the relief of the unemployed. The main 
thing that happened was that the town 
approved of Sunday sports. The six articles 
introduced by Mr. Kidd were all declared 
illegal because of a letter from the State 
House read by Mr. Hardy | 

In October the Emergency Committee and 
the Red Cross started a drive for funds to 
carry the town through the winter, and the 
yroceeds of this and the salary contributions 
have been suflicient to take care of the un-| 
employed to date. All during this campaign 
the Townsman was opposed to any special 
appropriation and backed all the voluntary 
contribution plans. 


Postmastership Matter 

With the passing away of John C, Angus 
on January 2, the town became concerned 
with who would succeed him as postmaster. 
The principal contestants at the beginning 
were Assistant Postmaster Frank McDonald, 
Fred H. Morrison, and Frederick Cheever. | 
The last two were named by the Republican 
town committee. On January 19 Frederick 
Cheever assumed the acting postmaster’s 
duties, having been recommended by Con 
gresswoman Edith Nourse Rogers. 

Civil Service Examinations were next held 
with fifteen candidates in the field. On April 
15 it was announced that the three eligible 
were Mr. Morrison, Arthur E. Steinert, and 
Samuel H. Bailey, Jr. This was the list certi 
fied by the Civil Service commission, On 
September 1, however, the Townsman an 
nounced in an exclusive official despatch that 
Fred Cheever would be recommended to the 
Senate and a few weeks ago the recommenda 
tion was made 


School Board Reporting 

The question of newspaper reporting of | 
school board meetings, a matter which had | 
not been taken up much since the people 
elected a reporter to the committee, was 
again brought to the forefront during the 
year. At a meeting on May 2nd the school 


board changed its rule on official meeting | 
reports. Previously, the chairman and the} 


secretary had been writing official reports and | 
passing them on to the newspapers, but this 
was rather an unworkable arrangement In 
May, the board voted to let the secretary | 
give out the information with the reporters 
wording their stories as they saw fit

Salary Cuts 

Although there was some agitation prior 
to the town meeting about salary cuts, 
nothing was done on the matter save the 
appointment of an investigating committee.

The 
report, in accordance with the strict wording 
of the article, did not present any recommen- 
dations, but merely gave the figures for other 
towns in a comparison with Andover.
